THU EDITORS' {EXCURSION, 

St. Albans, Yt., July lith, 1S71. 

The Editorial Association of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont and Massachusetts 
arrived here at 74 o’clock last evening on a 
special train from Boston and White River 
Junction. The members, with their wives 
and sweethearts, number about three 
hundred persons, and all are quartered at 
the Wcldcn House, a magnificent hotel, of 
which this gem of a Vermont city may well 
be proud. The distance from Palmer is 
about 240 miles, and the route is a splendid 
one for a summer excursion. The eye 
feasts upon a natural panorama of river, 
mountain and valley scenery, all the way. 
Above White River Junction the mountain 
peaks are more numerous and bolder, and 
tiie scenery more wild and enchanting. Be¬ 
fore reaching St. Albans we had a line 
view of Mount Mansfield, the highest point 
of the Green Mountain range, Camel’s 
flump, the distant Adirondacks and Bake 
Champlain. 

The special train from Boston met us at 
White River Junction, and the party dined 
there, 'lhe train from t he latter point con¬ 
sisted of ten passenger cars, gaily decorat¬ 
ed with flags and streamers. The engine 
bore at its front a banner on which was in¬ 
scribed— 

“Don’t care what the grade is, 

Where iny powerful aid is 
The Press and the Ladies.” 

The run was made in good time, with few 
stops. Crowds of men, women and chil¬ 
dren greeted, us at all the depots, aud 
clusters of spectators waved their handker¬ 
chiefs from the farm houses as thc train 
hurried by. On reaching this plncc a large 
crowd of people met us at the depot, and 
under escort of a brass band and the city 
officials we were marched to our hotel. 
The people are giving us a hearty welcome. 
Bast evening the band played oil the com¬ 
mon, and a grand display of fireworks took 
place in front of the Weldeu House. Mu¬ 
sic was also provided in the spacious hall 
of the hotel, and a large party danced till 
a late hour. This morning all the carriages 
in thc city will be at the disposal of the ex¬ 
cursionists to take them out to Bellevue, 
where a delightful view is presented. 
This is the great butter market of Vermont, 
and this is market day, so there will be a 
grand tableau of farmers, dairy maids and 
matrons in the streets. 

At 2 p. in. tiie excursionists will leave 
for Montreal, about sixty miles distant, and 
spend the night at St. BawrcucoTIall.

The several Associations 
held meetings for the transaction of busi¬ 
ness in the evening, and the ladies liad a 
“dress parade” in the parlors. This morn¬ 
ing the party will go up to Bachine by cars, 
and take the boat back, going down the 
rapids. Some of the ladies have not cour¬ 
age for the trip anti will remain behind. In 
the afternoon the company will be the 
guests of thc Mayor, who will call out the 
Are brigade for exhibition and provide an 
entertainment at his own residence. The 
ladies also propose a little shopping, for 
the purpose of smuggling a stock of gloves, 
laces, aud other articles, which can be pur¬ 
chased much cheaper hero than in the 
States.

Here he became acquainted 
with Miss Laura Waaring, fourteen years 
of age, aud fixed himself so firmly in her 
affections that she allowed herself to be 
clandestinely married on the 13th of June 
last. As soon a* her parents were aware 
of the marriage she was driven from home, 
when she repaired to the resilience of a 
Mr. Craft, where the bigamist met her and 
where they lived together till the 21st of 
June, when the quiet little village was 
startled by the appearance of a Miss Abby 
Ilorton, of Highland, charging Rider with 
seducing her under promise of marriage. 
The unhappy young girl was even then 
far advanced in pregnancy, and her pitiful 
story excited general sympathy. A war¬ 
rant was issued, and Rider was taken to the 
justice’s office, where he pleaded guilty, 
and was sent to jail to await the action of 
the grand jury. After his departure in¬ 
formation was received that still another 
young girl had been seduced by him. She 
resides near Highland, Rider having visit¬ 
ed her in a secret manner. Mr. Waaring 
found the mother of Rider in Brooklyn, 
and was shown a letter J'roin his wife in 
Virginia. He next went to Portsmouth, Va., 
and there procured a certified copy of 
Rider’s marriage certificate, on file in thc 
county clerk’s otlice. Mr. Waaring has 
taken steps to have the marriage of liis 
daughter declared null and void, and has 
issued a warrant against Rider for big¬ 
amy. __

Those who do ^iot hibernate arc mainly 
French and half-breeds, who go to tlitf 
Saskntchawan plains in summer, and live 
on a detestable dish called peinmican irt 
the winter. Mosquitoes come in clouds, 
and have slings “peculiarly and malignant¬ 
ly poisonous;” what part of the crops grass* 
hoppers do not devour drought and intense 
heat parch. Potatoes freeze in the ground 
before coming to maturity, and to raise corll 
is an impossibility.
